Tne situation of Rumanian arm- 


ies defending Bucharest appears in- 
creasingly 
critical.

northwest of the capital do the 
Ru- 


manian lines seem to be holding at 
all firmly and even here the capture 
of Cm tea de Arges, on the Argenchu 
nver. although that point is 80 miles 
distant from Bucharest, seems to in- 
dicate a weakening of the Rumanian 
resistance in this direction. On the 
southwest the peril is imminent with 
the enveloping movement of the Cen- 
tral powers placing their forces with- 
in 4o miles of the 
capital. 
News 


dispatches have reported the 
Ru- 


manian government and diplomatic 
officials leaving Bucharest for Jassy, 
200 miles northeast ot the 
capital 


near the Russian frontier. 


The rapid progress made by Gen- 


eral von Palkenhayn's armies mov- 
ing east in Rumania of course has 
been largely made possible by the 
operation of the Danube forces un- 
der Field Marshal von Maekensen. 
Flanked out of the Alt valley posi- 
tion by the crossing of the river at 
Zimnitza, the Rumanian line along 
the Vedea running diagonally north- 
west from the Danube, likewise is 
imperilled by the Teutonic occupation 
ot Giurgiu, an advance from which 
would quickly compel a Rumanian re- 
treat. 
It still remains to be devel- 


oped whether the process of flank- 
ing the Rumanians out of their po- 
sitions is to be continued by other 
crossing of the Danube still further 
east. The southern bank 
of 
the 


river is held by the troops of 
the 


central powers to a ""point" "'beyond" 
Tchernavoda. 


That the retreat of the Rumanians 


toward the nearer defenses of Buch- 
arest is already under way and is a 
precipitate one, is indicated by to-

In respect to the lost German colon- 
ies, the Gazette is quoted -as saying: 


"If we do not succeed in recon- 


quering them the French, provinces 
are worth twice our colonies and we 
will take our compensation out in 
France. Let us daily tell the French 
that every foot we conquer is ours. 
We need not waste words 
about 


Belgium. We need access to the 
channel and "we need antwerp. Who- 
ever wants Belgium may fetch 
it 


from us." 


The Gazette concludes that Eng- 


land is more assailable than Russia 
and that London can be destroyed 
easier than Moscow because, it says, 
Moscow costs blood and london only 
torpedoes.

of 


the Royal Flying Corps; "but any 
man who tells you he can fly over 
an 'Archie' and get a 'flaming on- 
ion' right ahead of him 
without 


ducking and wishing they wouldn't 
come so close or make so much noise, 
has never been up in an aeroplane. 
Take it from me." 


"Yes," put in Gilray, "and every-

ducks wjth you. As 'Bren' over there 
says, it wouldn't be so bad if you 
couldn't see and hear 'em. Generally 
speaking you don't hear them unless 
one happens to break within thirty 
>ards or so of you. It's when you get 
down close to them and look right 
down at them spitting fire at you, 
that's when you have got to have 
every nerve in your body tuned to 
the minute." 


"I'll never forget the first time

"The near-eastern metropolis of 


Bucharest is about equal in size to 
our own national capital, and yet it 
has twenty times as many restau- 
rants and cafes, ten times as many 
street lights, and twice as many the- 
atres, it is regarded as the most ex- 
pensive place in the world for the 
well-to-do and the cheapest for the 
poor. 
Prices at the Hotel du Boul- 


evard are higher than in New York 
or London, and travelers who have 
visited Monte Carlo's leading hotels 
and then journeyed to Bucharest 
have found its rates from 15 to 25 
per cent higher than those obtaining 
in the hostelries of Monaco. 


"But if their prices are high, their 


service and their food leave nothing 
to be desired. 
The cuisine of the 


leading hotels and private homes is 
French, and money is no considera- 
tion—quality is paramount. Some of 
the finest restaurants east of Paris 
are in Bucharest, and the night life, 
with its passionate, pulsating gypsy 
music, its sparkling wine, its beauti- 
ful •women, its scintillating 
jewels, 


its handsome men, is as gay and as 
alluring as anything the world has 
to offer. 


"As to clothes, everybody who pre- 


tends to dress at all dresses in the 


and the cheap labor. 
The rich 


'boyar' has a whole urrny of retain- 
ers, who receive little more for their 
toil than did the slave in our own 
country before 
the 
Civil 
War— 


their 'victuals and 'keep.' The result 
\» an immense income, which finds 
its lirst expression in a very

residence in 'Bucharest, and later in 
the maintenance oi an ultra-expen- 
sive establishment. Jt is said that 
the Rumanian government has the 
finest home for its foreign ministry 
to be found in all Europe.

fortune to die soon after his palatial 
home was completed.

ment thereupon acquired it. 


"Nobody but the proletariat thinks 


of walking in that picturesque capi- 
tal. Nearly all the 'cabbies' on their 
own teams of long-maned, flowing- 
tailed Russian •• horses. They are Rus- 
sian exiles of the Skopti sect, who 
have a religious belief that no lam- 
ily should have more than one male 
child and who resort to a religio- 
surgical ceremony to insure this con- 
dition. 


"They wear great blue-black vel- 


vet coats, the skirts of which reach 
to tho ground. Their 
waists 
are 


bound about with multihued sashes, 
the.flowing ends of which drop back 
over the seat; and one can guide his 
driver by pulling one end 
or 
the 


other of this sash when language dif- 
ficulties stand in the way, 


"If the presence of the landed ar- 


istocracy in Bucharest reminds one 
of Buenos Aires, the driving customs 
bring to mind those of Mexico City. 
Every evening all polite Bucharest

mode of Paris, and the gowns of the £ul parkway known as the 'Chans- 
elite are as up-to-the-minute as those 
to be seen on the Champs Elysees 
' Gambling flourishes openly, and

fluctuation is not because the cost of 
production has remained stationary. 
Operating expenses and the prices of 
raw materials have gone 
up and 


down, mostly up, in the cigar busi- 
ness, the same as in any other busi- 
ness. 
But there 
are 
two 
things 


which have tended to keep the re- 
tail prices of cigars uniform; first, 
because of the fixed habit of payin: 
a stipulated price; and. second, be- 
cause tobacco is classified as a lux- 
ury. 


These 
two circumstances have 


made both 
manufacturerers and 


store keepers loath to disturb the 
equanimity of the smoker. 


Ten years ago the profit in cigar 


manufacturing had been reduced to 
such an extent that only the most sa- 
gacious operators found the business 
profitable. 
These conditions contin- 


ued progressively, 
and 
when 
the 


war began, two and one-half years 
ago, the situation became even more 
acute. 


It is true that the war has not ma- 


terially increased the exportation of 
leaf tobacco to Europe, but it has 
advanced the cost of virtually every 


entering into manufactur- 


n other 


has made labor in the tobacco 


growing districts scarce. The wooden 
cases in which domestic tobacco is 
packed, the cheesecloth under which 
Shadegrown tobacco is grown, fer- 
tilizers necessary to the soil, imple- 
ments used in cultivation, etc., all 
have advanced. And in Cuba 
the 


great bpom in sugar 
has 
diverted 


agriculturalists to that industry. 


The result is that all kinds of leaf 


tobacco used for cigar purposes have 
gone skyward. 


Cigar manufacturers. 
therefore, 


are paying more for 
leaf tobacco 


than ever before, and. in addition to 
this, the price of boxes, labels, work- 
manship and all other details of op- 
erating have increased. 


The upshot of it is that 
manu- 


facturers almost without exception 
are playing a losing game. 


The consequence is that without 


any concerted movement, manufac- 
turers are either advancing prices 
outright or are reducing the size of 
the brands and shapes. 


Of course, there was another al- 


ternative, namely: to change 
the 


composition of the cigar and 
by 


using cheaper tobacco to reduce the 
cost of production. The better class 
of manufacturers, however, has re- 
fused to consider such a recourse. 


It is recognized by manufacturers 


that the retailer cannot be expected 
to stand 
the 
increase. Owing to 


competition the thousands of retail- 
ers for a long time have been finding 
it very difficult to make ends meet. 
Operating, as they are, on a narrow 
margin of profit, they could scarcely 
survive if the advance in cost were 
to be taken out of their earnings. 


The increase, therefore, whether 


in the form of an outright raise" in 
price or by making smaller cigars, 
must be paid by the smoker. He will 
have to begin paying more for his 
favorite brand of cigars now, or if 
not now, in the near future.

each week, says the newest appeal 
to the public to cut dowr their meat 
consumption made by tlie National 
War Savings Committee. Las'- Sep- 
tember a-Board of Trade cornmittea, 
making a similar appeal for economy 
urged the public to agree 
to one 


meatless day each week, but appar- 
ently it has fallen on deaf lears. * 


Ot present high prices the civilian 
population of this country noV eats 
about 500,000 pounds worth of meat 
every day, accojding to figures com- 
piled by the war savings committee 
which finds that this is due to the 
haoit of eating meet—beef, mutton, 
pork or bacon—two or three times 
a day. 


"Excessive meat eating is a bad 
habit," adds the committee. 
"Noth- 


ing so radical as going without meat 
of any kind for a whole day is need- 
ed. 
People who eat meat twice a 


day should cut down the meat eaten, 
taking more fish, dried beans, peas, 
etc., and cheese, and those who eat 
fish and several kinds of meat 
at 


lunch and dinner should have only 
fish or one variety of meat. 


Those not engaged in 'physical toil 


are especially urged to cut down 
their consumption of meat. 


Besides the beneficial effects 
to 
the health, the appeal reasons that 
the demands upon shipping would be 
lessened, the supplies could be more 
evenil distributed, and a further in- 
crease in prices could be avoided.

Report of Newark public-schools 


ending Nov. 24. 191G. 


On the evening of Nov. 2, Wood- 


side school, under the direction of 
the principal and teachers, gave u 
sociable and entertainment at which 
?348 was cleared. On the evening of

3, Hartzler school gave a simi-

The superintendent made 76 visits 
into the various schools of the city 
observing the work of teachers and 
pupils.

Improves Service 


For Local Factories 


Through the Traffic committee of 


the Chamber of Commerce, package 
car service to Cleveland and Chicago 
has been established for the benefit 
of Newark shippers. 
This is one of 


the most important steps in solving 
the speedy transportation of 
_\"ew- 


ark-made products since Xewark be- 
came an industrial town of any im- 
portance. 


Under the methods in vogue before 


the through-car service was estab- 
lished two weeks ago, the 
former 


routing over the Pennsylvania was 
through Newcomerstown and 
Alli- 


ance. 
It now is through Columbus. 


In former shipments, two transfers 
were encountered; in the latter, one; 
now there are none. 


Formerly shipments from 'Newark 


to Cleveland and Chicago frequently 
took ten days for delivery. The new 
service does away with from 40 to 
CO per cent of this loss in time. 


Since inauguration of the Cleve- 


land service November 14, four cars 
lave moved. Since the Chicago car 
was started November u, seven La' 
•one forward, making two per "week 
for Cleveland and one every other 
day for Chicago, with 
an 
average 


tonnage of 17,500 pounds in 
the 


leveland ear and 15,516 pounds in 
;he Chicago car. 
This is very credit- 


able for the efforts of the commu- 
;ee and shows that with a little ef- 
!ort the service can be increased to 
three cars a week to Cleveland and 
one every day to Chicago. Estimates 
made by Pennsylvania officials indi-
